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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/28/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant asserts that Anderson does not teach the limitation of "allowing the 
device to operate until a battery failure occurs", wherein the "battery's charge drops below a 
level required to operate the device. . 

The examiner disagrees with the applicant. The examiner asserts that the claim of 
"allowing the device to operate until a battery failure occurs, the battery failure comprising a 
condition in which the battery's charge drops below a level required to operate the device " is 
written broadly. The claim requires " a level required to operate the device " and does not give the 
specifics as to what processes are required to function in order for the camera to be considered 
operable . In Anderson, the camera operates until a threshold voltage is reached. This threshold 
voltage is a value set which is incrementally above the minimum voltage needed to properly 
shutdown the device. Because the camera will no longer be allowed to operate if this threshold 
value is reached, this value is viewed by the examiner as " a level required to operate the device" 
Furthermore, because the device will no longer be allowed to operate at this state as a result of 
the voltage level, This state is viewed by the examiner as a battery failure which prevents the 
camera from operating properly.
